Strange  how  the  racehorses  with  illimitable  prospects  in  recent  years  have  become  sick,  then  recovered  to  regain 
their  best  form.  Tulloch  was  a  case  in  point.  After  winning  the  Caulfield  Cup  effortlessly  in  record  time  at  three 
years  he  was  off  the  scene  for  nearly  two  years.  The  other  was  King  Brian  who  defeated  Summer  Fair  in  the 
Caulfield  Guineas  two  years  ago. 

King  Brian  made  his  come-back  after  this  long  stretch  of  ill  health  with  an  impressive  victory  in  Tattersall’s 
Club’s  Tramway  Hep.  on  Sept.  7  last— and  proved  that  he,  too,  is  again  going  to  be  an  outstanding  racehorse. 


Although  above  average  King 
Brian  had  a  sadly  chequered  career. 
He  should  have  won  the  1961  Derby 
by  many  lengths  but  was  so  far  out 
of  his  ground  early  that  he  arrived 
too  late  for  a  chance  against  Blue 
Era  and  Summer  Fair  in  their 
notorious  battle  in  which  Summer 
Fair  got  the  race  on  protest  because 
M.  Schumacher  held  back  his  rival’s 
jockey  Tommy  Hill. 

To  prove  his  superiority  over 
Summer  Fair  King  Brian  beat  him 
by  five  lengths  in  the  Caulfield 
Guineas  yet  Summer  Fair  went  on 
to  a  runaway  win  in  the  Caulfield 
Cup  a  week  later. 


After  the  Guineas  win  King  Brian 
went  amiss  and  he  had  only  four 
futile  starts  last  Autumn  followed 
by  a  further  spell  before  winning 
the  Club’s  Tramway  on  Sept.  7 — 
first-up. 

Now  a  five  year  old.  King  Brian 
was  backed  in  from  1 2s  to  4s  to  start 
at  5/1  for  the  Tramway.  He  was 
allowed  to  drop  out  to  8th  from 
the  start  until  almost  the  half  mile. 
He  had  rounded  the  home  turn  be¬ 
fore  he  turned  on  full  speed.  Then 
he  quickly  caught  the  opposition  to 
win  by  a  long  neck  from  Persian 
Spa  with  Toi  Port  half  a  length 
away  third. 


King  Brian  was  a  cheap  yearling 
at  the  1960  sales  at  525  gns.  He  is 
by  Lepidoptic  from  Irish  Waters, 
a  Midstream  mare,  and  was  selected 
by  Warwick  Farm  trainer  B.  J. 
Andrews,  son  of  a  prominent  trainer 
and  member  of  this  Club  years  ago, 
Ike  Andrews.  Andrews  senior  won  a 
Derby  with  Rivoli  who  was  an  un¬ 
lucky  second  with  9  1  in  the  1923 
Melbourne  Cup  to  Bitalli. 

The  King  Brian  bargain  buy  looks 
like  making  amends  from  now  on 
with  plenty  of  racecourse  success  for 
the  golden  opportunities  he  missed 
by  ill  luck  and  ill  health  at  three 
years. 


Ancient  mare  Maidenhead  should  join  Tattersall’s! 


An  ancient  mare.  Maidenhead,  aged  seven  years,  loves  Randwick  and  does  so  well  at  TattersalPs  Club’s  meetings 
there  the  Committee  might  consider  making  her  an  honorary  equine  member. 

She  has  won  five  of  her  eight  races  at  Randvnek  and  two  were  in  Tattersall’s  important  events,  the  10  furlongs 
James  Barnes  Hep.  last  May  and  the  9  furlongs  Chelmsford  at  Weight-for-age  on  September  7. 

Her  other  Randwick  wins  include  the  Sydney  Cup,  two  miles,  last  April,  when  she  won  going  away  from  The 
Dip  and  Kamikaze. 


Why  Maidenhead  is  showing  such 
good  form  at  seven  years  is  that 
she  began  racing  only  at  four.  The 
result  is  that  at  a  time  when  most 
mares  are  long  destined  for  the  stud 
she  has  conserved  the  vitality  to 
give  her  the  highest  form  standard. 
She  is  particularly  good  when  fresh 
after  a  spell  and  one  preparatory 
run. 

These  were  the  circumstances 
surrounding  her  Chelmsford  win. 
She  had  returned  from  a  Brisbane 


Cup  run  in  June  to  enjoy  a  short 
rest  and  after  a  start  in  the  War¬ 
wick  Stakes  weight-for-age  to  finish 
sixth  to  Cele’s  Image  she  was  ready 
to  reproduce  top  form  of  her  career. 
But  not  many  knew  this  and  the 
odds  drifted  to  20/1. 

After  former  Derby  favourite 
Romanda  was  caught  and  beaten 
by  1961  Derby  winner  Summer 
Fair,  Maidenhead  swept  down  the 
outside  with  a  paralysing  run  to 
win  by  1^  lengths  from  Summer 


Fair  with  the  three-year-old  Deep 
Image  a  similar  margin  away  third. 

Failure  of  the  11/8  favourite 
Romanda  was  a  complete  surprise. 
He  was  the  first  horse  beaten  when 
pressure  began  in  the  straight.  And 
no  doubt  Club-member  T.  J.  Smith 
is  hopeful  now  that  Deep  Image 
will  prove  his  stable’s  good  Derby 
colt  after  last  year’s  all-the-way  win 
with  Summer  Prince,  who  defeated 
hot  favourite  Bogan  Road.

To  make  the 
finish  the  more  exciting  the  equal 
second  favourite  Tamure  came  from 
the  tail  of  the  field,  14th,  to  finish  a 
short  half  head  third  behind  the 
dead-heaters.  It  was  a  real  three- 
way  camera  finish. 

Steeplejack  and  Tamure  proved 
their  versatility  in  gaining  the  places. 
Steeplejack  had  finished  third  in  a 
Randwick  mile  Corinthian  on  Aug. 
3,  for  amateur  jockeys.  Tamure  won 
the  race.  Tamure  has  been  a  genu¬ 
ine  meal-ticket  for  Warwick  Farm 
trainer,  Norman  Turnbull,  but  was 
unlucky  this  time  with  his  late 
arrival. 

Wins  in  the  Highweight  with  Yul- 
carley  and  the  Welter  with  Mercan¬ 
tile  provided  a  welcome  turn  of 
luck  for  Randwick  trainer,  Frank 
McGrath.

He  is  a  son  of  a  famous  old-timer, 
a  member  of  this  Club  of  the  same 
name  who  trained  many  champions 
including  winners  of  three  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cups,  Prince  Foote  and 
Peter  Pan  (two),  and  that  marvel¬ 
lous  winner  of  great  races  Amounis, 
two  Epsoms,  two  Cantalas,  a  Caul¬ 
field  and  Williamstown  Cups. 

Like  his  father  “young”  Frank 
gets  his  horses  very  fit,  but  he  has 
had  no  champions,  and  does  well 
to  win  with  performers  of  lowly 
status. 

Mr.  K.  G.  Harris  who  with  his 
wife  races  Endure  was  the  only  win¬ 
ning  member  for  the  day.  Endure 
convincingly  won  the  Furious  Stakes 
with  their  red,  white  braces,  dark 
blue  sleeves,  red  armbands  and  cap 
livery.  She  is  a  filly  of  great  promise 
and  by  Delville  Wood  from  a  well- 
bred  English  mare  is  likely  to  stay 
well  enough  to  figure  in  the  Spring’s 
important  distance  classics  for  fillies 
here  and  in  Melbourne.
